CLASS  ROUTINE 


All  action  takes  place  at  the  easel.  Schaeffer-Simmern  and  student  will  stand 
at  easel  and  discuss  paintings  and  drawings  which  are  tacked  on  easel. 

Use  one  camera  to  cover  action  of  people.  Schaeffer-Simmern  and  students  at 
easel  and  other  students  in  class.  Periodically  this  camera  could  pan  over 
class,  studying  expressions  on  faces  of  fetudents.  Occasionally  get  tight  CU 
of  full  front  view  of  students'  face  while  talking  at  easel. 

Second  camera  should  be  used  for  tight  close  ups  of  paintings  and  drawings  placed 
on  the  easel.  Hold  this  camera  on  tight  CU  of  each  object  as  it  is  discussed, 
and  cut  it  in  when  necessary.  Occasionally  it  can  be  used  to  pick  up  tight  CU's 
of  faces  of  Schaeffer-Simmern  and  student  as  they  talk.  Essentially,  this 
camera  can  remain  in  a  fixed  position  during  the  whole  routine. 

DIRECTIONS  FOR  STUDENTS: 

Schaeffer-Simmern  will  give  all  directions  to  students,  telling  them  when  to  get 
up  and  when  to  sit  down.  Students  who  get  up  will  sit  in  front  row  and  arise 
starting  on  the  left  facing  the  easel,  and  then  move  from  left  to  right. 
Schaeffer-Simmern  will  question  them  briefly,  asking  each  about  his  background, 
occupation,  etc.  and  then  he  will  begin  to  discuss  the  paintings. 

Students:  Approximately  4  minutes  each 


If  time  not  sufficient,  may  be  skipped. 


At  approximately  1:49:30,  WURTZ  will  get  up  and  walk  up  to  easel  and  interrupt, 
saying  that  Schoener  has  something  to  say  about  the  huseum' s  activities.
